1. Claims 1, 2 and 27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Per independent claims 1 and 27: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose the limitations of the claimed invention. In 
particular, the prior art fails to disclose the first and second 
footing members being positioned beneath the first and second 
protrusions, respectively, and a third footing member beneath 
the projection, where the footing members are spaced by a first 
recess extending fully between the first and third footing 
members and a second recess extending fully between the second 
and third footing members.
